Surgeons, or Apothbecaries. 

TwenTY GUIN EAS at one Payment, ſhall entitle to 
all the Benefits of an Annual Subſcription, provided ſuch 
Subſcriber at the time ſhall not be in a bad ſtate of 
health. 


Widows and Children of Members only, are to re- 
ceive from the Society. 

The Intereſt or Produce of the Stock purchaſed from 
time to time, or ſuch part or parts thereof as may be 
thought proper, to be diſtributed among ſuch Widows 
and Orphans of Members as may be entitled to apply 
for Relief, but no part of the principal Stock or Fund 
ſhall be diminiſhed.
